Biographies 


GABRIEL PROKOFIEV (b. 1975) is a London-based composer, 
producer, DJ and founder of the NONCLASSICAL record label 
8c club night. Composing music that both embraces and challenges 
western classical traditions, Gabriel has emerged at the forefront 
of a new approach to classical music in the UK at the beginning 
of the 21st century. His Concerto for Turntables was performed 
at the BBC Proms in August 2011 to critical acclaim, conducted 
by Vladimir Jurowski with world champion DJ Switch as soloist, 
and broadcast on BBC2 television. Other recent works include a 
poly-stylistic ‘orchestral remix’ of Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony 
commissioned by John Axelrod and the Orchestre National des 
Pays de la Loire, France, performed in sold-out concert halls in 
Angers and Nantes in June 2011; a 3rd String Quartet premiered 
by the Ruysdael Kwartet at theWigmore Hall in 2010; ‘import/ 
export/’ - a percussion suite for Global Junk, toured in the UK 
8c USA by Joby Burgess’ Powerplant; and a book for Solo Piano 
recorded by Russian virtuoso GeNIA. Prokofiev’s own distinctive 
sound is informed by his background as a producer of hip-hop, 
grime, and electro records, as well as his earlier involvement 
in electroacoustic music at York and Birmingham universities, 
which saw him win a Residency prize at the prestigious Bourges 
International Electroacoustic Music Competition in 1998. 

Latest works include new music for a ballet production of ‘A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream’ with choreographer Cathy Marston 
for Bern Ballet’s winter season in Switzerland, and a Concerto 
for Bass Drum & Orchestra which was premiered by Princeton 
Symphony, February 9 2012, and had it’s UK premier with the 
LCO @The Roundhouse, March 3rd 2012. Gabriel lives in 
Hackney, London, with his partner and their two young children 
and toddler. 

Violinist LYNN KUO has appeared as recitalist, soloist, and 
chamber musician across North America and Europe. In demand 
as an interpreter of contemporary music, Lynn has given numerous 
world premieres of acoustic and electroacoustic solo and chamber 
works written for her and various ensembles by composers from 
Canada, United States, Serbia, Croatia, and Ireland. Lynn has 
performed as guest soloist with the Quebec Symphony Orchestra, 
Lviv Philharmonic, Lviv Virtuosi (Ukraine), Cantus Ensemble 
(Croatia), Orpheus Chamber Orchestra (Bulgaria), and the gypsy 
orchestra Rajko Band (Hungary). Lynn has collaborated with such 
artists as Christoph Eschenbach, Nexus percussion ensemble, and 
the Gryphon Trio, and is Chef de 1’ensemble Les AMIS, a Toronto- 
based ensemble with which she has performed four European 
concert tours. In 2011, Lynn recorded music of Nino Rota on 
the NAXOS label with pianist Mary Kenedi and in Winter 
2013/14 will release a debut CD with pianist Marianna Humetska 
entitled LOVE: Innocence, Passion, Obsession. Lynn is Assistant 
Concertmaster of the National Ballet of Canada Orchestra and 
has also served as guest concertmaster of the National Arts Centre 
Orchestra and Newfoundland Symphony Orchestra. She holds a 
DMA from U ofT, where her research was on holistic health and 
injury prevention in orchestral string musicians.

Pianist YOUNGGUN KIM has performed in North 
America and Europe, and was a prize winner at the 11th San 
Antonio International Competition, where he also won the 
Best Performance of a Work by a Spanish or Latin American 
Composer. In 2013,Younggun won the second prize at 
the 8th Concours International de Piano Francis Poulenc, 
commemorating the 50th anniversary of the composer’s death. 
Younggun’s recent performances include Rachmaninoff’s Second 
Concerto with Niagara Symphony conducted by Bradley 
Thachuk and Brahms’ First Concerto with the Kindred Spirits 
Orchestra conducted by Kristian Alexander. His 2013-2014 
performances include recitals in San Antonio, Texas and an 
appearance at the U ofT New Music Festival.Younggun was the 
winner of 2011-2012 DMA Recital Competition at U ofT and 
also received various prizes and scholarships from the Peabody 
Institute of the Johns Hopkins University, the Glenn Gould

CAMILLE WATTS has been a flutist and solo piccoloist of 
the Toronto Symphony Orchestra since 1990, positions she held 
previously with the Atlanta and Denver Symphonies. Camille 
attended the Cincinnati College-Conservatory of Music as a 
National Merit Scholar, in the studio of Kyril Magg, graduating 
summa cum laude with honors. At 21, she became the youngest 


player in the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra under Robert Shaw, 
touring, recording, and performing as a soloist. She continued 
her studies with Keith Underwood, Robert Dick, Jack Wellbaum 
and Walfrid Kujala. Camille is Adjunct Professor at the University 
of Toronto Faculty of Music, where she teaches flute and piccolo, 
coaches chamber music, and leads seminars in the graduate 
program. She has also served as piccolo faculty at the National 
Youth Orchestra of Canada. As a massage therapist working with 
musicians, she joined a group of Toronto artists in creating the 
Artists’ Health Centre at Toronto Western Hospital, and serves on 
the Foundation Board of Directors. 

TRISTAN DURIE is an accomplished young flautist who is 
active in composition, recording engineering and production, 
as well as contemporary music. As an active performer and 
freelancer in Toronto, his recent performances include solo 
recitals at U ofT, the world premier of Jonathan Harvey’s Vajra, 
a silent film score for Battleship Potemkin, opera productions with 
Opera Bel Canto, concerts with The Sixth Sphere ensemble, and 
New Music Concert pre-concert, young composer concerts at 
the University of Toronto, The Classical Music Consort’s Haydn 
Bicentenary Celebration, COC Noon Hour contemporary 
music concerts, an evening of Contemporary French Music at 
the Alliance Francaise, performances at The Rex, as well as an 
Orford Sur la route concert in Bromont, Quebec.
